Washington, D. C., April 13.—A note from General Carran 


sa, proposing withdrawal of American troops from Mexico, w; 
delivered to Secretary Lansing by Elizo Arredondo, his ambassa- 


dor, this afternoon. 


The proposal for the withdrawal of American troops from Mex 


ico failed to bring from administration sources today an indica- 
tion that the troops would be immediately withdrawn or that the 
situation was expected to result in any serious friction with the 
defacto government in Mexico. 


.The development, not unexpected, was received in congress 


with divergent views, but a general undertone of caution and a 
disposition to leave the situation in its present stage to the ad 
ministration prevailed. 


Administration officials, 
however, made no effort to eoncea. 


their feeling that Carranza's action might increase the delicacy of 
the circumstances under which the pursuit of Villa has been c 
ducted. 


There was apparent agreement among officials that the troops 


would remain for the present, but that from a diplomatic stand- 
point, it might seem advisable not to risk local clashes with Car- 
ranza forces during- negotiations. 


Moreover, it was said, military prudence 
would necessitate 


holding the advance columns close to suporting forces until 
the 


attitude of the Mexican troops about them was definitely known. It 
was also increasingly evident today that the war department has 
endeavored to provide against possibilities, 
although strictest 


secrecy has been observed. 


Late today Secretary Lansing said the Carranza note gave evi- 


dence that there was some misunderstanding in Mexico. Some of 


statements as published did not agree with the Secretary's 


recollection of the preliminary negotiations. He said the United 
States recognized the right of Mexico to ask withdrawal of 
the 


troops but that the government considered the agreement 
under 


which they entered still was in force. 


The note was sent to Elizo Arredondo, the Carranza represen- 


tative in Washington, with instructions for its delivery to Secre- 


Lansing, "so ending negotiations for a reciprocal passing of 


troops and asking for disoccupation of the territory occupied by 
American troops in view of Villa's party having been destroyed."
